Patrick Spangler of Shelby is succeeding far beyond our dreams.

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RUTHERFORD COUNTY AREAS TOP 

GOALS— DOUBLE 1959 CAMPAIGN EFFORT 

Rutherford County backed Gardner- Webb College’s financial campaign with vigor 
this year pledging and giving $171,882.50. Divided into a Forest City area and a Ruth- 
erfordton area, the county over doubled its 1959 gifts of $65,000. 

S. B. Tanner, III. area chairman in Rutherfordton and Robert A. (Bob) Jones, area 
chairmen of the Forest City area selected top leadership in the area to get the job done. 

How well is indicated by the Forest City area total of $40,410 and the Rutherford- 
ton area total of $38,922.50. Both these totals surpassed their goals and added to monies 
and pledges received in preliminary solicitation of trustees, advisors and some few 
others ran the total for the county to $171,882.50. 

The campaign had been over only a short time when a note of sadness crept in. 
Wade McKinney of Forest City, a section chairman in that area, was stricken by a 
heart attack and died. 

Tanner’s top leadership included Robert Harris, canvass chairman; John King, 
special gifts chairman; Forrest Hunt, *31, arrangements chairman and section chair- 
men, Wade McKinney, and Jack L. Lutz. Division leaders were Bill Blair, ’57, Billy D.

GARDNER FOUNDATION MAKES 
SUBSTANTIAL GIFT 

The O. Max Gardner Foundation has presented Gardner-Webb College with a 
substantial check as first payment on a pledge for a new and as yet unannounced and 
unspecified building. President of the foundation, Mrs. O. Max Gardner, widow of the 
late Governor Gardner, made the presentation to Dr. Eugene Poston, president of 
Gardner-Webb College. 

O. Max Gardner, a native of Cleveland County, served as Governor of North Caro- 
lina, Under Secretary of the Treasury under President Harry S. Truman and was 
appointed in 1947 to serve as Ambassador to the Court of St. James. He was a strong 
supporter of Gardner-Webb College during his lifetime and the college is named for the 
Gardner and Webb families. 

The O. Max Gardner Foundation, Inc. was founded in 1942 as a non-profit, charit- 
able, educational, religious, literary, and historical foundation. It was one of the first 
Federally recognized tax exempt charitable foundations in this area of the South. 

During Governor Gardner’s lifetime the records show that he personally and 
through his law firm and corporate interests contributed approximately one million 
dollars to Gardner-Webb College. 

Since his death in 1947 the Directors and Officers of the O. Max Gardner Foun- 
dation have attempted to carry out his wishes as set forth in his Will and Correspon- 
dence: namely, that the Foundation devote the main portion of its assets and income to 
Gardner-Webb College’s support and maintenance, and for college scholarships and 
student loans. Governor Gardner said in his Will that had it not been for a small 
scholarship and student loan he, as an orphan boy, would never have had an opportunity 
to go to college. 

The O. Max Gardner Foundation since 1947 has made contributions and grants, 
given scholarship and loans in the sum of approximately one million dollars, primarily 
for the benefit of children in this area, Gardner-Webb College and other North Carolina 
educational and religious institutions. 

At the present time the O. Max Gardner Foundation has on its scholarship and 
student loan rolls eighty-four college and post-graduate men and women. Sixty percent 
of this group is white and forty percent is Negro.

Co-captain of this year’s 7-3 squad, 
Mathis led the club in rushing and was 
last year’s leading ground gainer in Re- 
gion 10. Ferrum Junior College, which 
downed Gardner-Webb 6-0 in the last sec- 
onds of their Region 10 game, placed two 
on the team. Ferrum ended the year as 
Number One in the nation after defeating 
McCook College of Nebraska 16-0. Bob 
Newman, 6-3, 235 pound tackle for Fer- 
rum, was named to first team, All Amer- 
ican and a teammate, Frank Sorrells, a 
halfback, was placed on the second team. 


Quadrupled Goal Announced In 
Stunning Kings Mountain Area Drive 


Kings Mountain area campaigners for 
Gardner-Webb College took a belated cur- 
tain-call this week as their already sur- 
prising total surpassed the $100,000 mark, 
A $5,000 gift from First Citizens Bank 
and Trust Co. pushed the organization to 
the figure which is quadruple their $25,000 
goal and by far the most impressive cam- 
paign, percentage-wise, of any the college 
has conducted this year. 

Active solicitation in the Kings Moun- 
tain area ceased in late October with 
592,546 pledged or given but “quiet” work 
by campaign leaders continued resulting 
in this week’s announcement of success by 
Charles Mauney, area chairman. 

Richard E. (Dick) Maxey, executive of- 
ficer of the new First Citizens Bank and 
Trust Co. which will open in Kings Moun- 
tain, made official resentation of the 
pledge. Maxey is presently assistant vice- 


president of the First Citizens Bank and 
Trust Co. of Hickory. He and his family 
will move to Kings Mountain Dec. 20. His 
wife is the former Jane Julian, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. I. B. Julian of Fayette- 
ville. 

Maxey is a graduate of Lenoir Rhyne 
College and is presently a senior at the 
Graduate School of Banking at Louisiana 
State University and is vice-president of 
his class. 

Gardner-Webb is in a $1,125,000 cam- 
paign for development and expansion of 
its physical facilities. Over $1 million has 
been raised in the Cleveland-Rutherford 
Counties area and in 1966 the campaign 
will move into Gaston County and into 
Cherokee County, S. C.

Largest Enrollment In 
History Has Variety 

Gardner-Webb College’s largest enroll- 
ment in history comes from 59 counties of 
North Carolina, plus 14 states of the 
Union, the District of Columbia and two 
foreign nations. 

Enrollment is 1,133 for fulltime board- 
ing and day students and 60 in Evening 
College for a total of 1,193 students. Of 
the fulltime students, 816 are freshmen 
and 303 are sophomores with 677 of them 
being boarding or community boarding 
students and 514 of them commuting stu- 
dents. 


Boarding women have what might be 
considered by them a “wonderful” ratio 
with 232 coeds on campus and 358 board- 
ing males. 

Tar Heel students are by far more num- 
erous with 840 on campus followed by 
South Carolina who number 216. There are 
29 from Virginia, seven from Florida, six 
from New Jersey, five from Pennsylvania, 
four each from New York State and Mary- 
land, three each from the District of Co- 
lumbia and Georgia, two from Delaware, 
and one each from Alabama, New Hamp- 
shire, Ohio and Tennessee. There are two 
foreign students on campus — one from 
Japan and one from Lebanon.

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0. P. Hamrick At Publishing Crossroads . . .

BOILING SPRINGS— Oliver Paul Ham- 
rick, ’ll, a fixture hereabouts and known 
by about every soul in the Southwestern 
corner of the county, may soon become a 
legend throughout Cleveland and the sur- 
rounding area. 

Hamrick, known as “Mr. O. P.” by some, 
but as “Fessor” by most, has written a 
book. It’s an autobiography that also is a 
story about Boiling Springs and about 
Gardner-Webb College, for the author’s 
life is inter-woven around both the town 
and the school. 

The book, to be published soon in paper- 
back, is titled “I Was Born at the Cross- 
roads.” It is meant literally and figura- 
tively. Hamrick was born 73 years ago in 
a house that stood at the intersection of 
dirt roads about two miles north of here. 
And, it was during a time when this com- 
munity began bouncing back from post 
Civil War turmoil. 

As Hamrick traces his life through the 
12 chapters and 150 pages of text, the 
reader is allowed a peek into the memory 
of a man who has played a major role in 
tthe development of his town, and in the 
growth of the school where he was the 
second student to enroll when doors were 
opened in 1907. 

The spark that ignited Hamrick’s idea 
to turn author was fanned by hospitaliza- 
tion in Florence, Italy, three summers ago. 
Always a lover of travel Hamrick was on 
a 37-day tour of Europe when on the 
ninth day he suffered a heart attack and 
spent 24 days in bed. 

“I couldn’t speak Italian, and the nurses 
couldn’t speak English so I had lots of 
time to think,” Hamrick recalled, adding 
that he got down to serious work on the 
book after returning home and finally 
submitted a rough draft to his publisher 
earlier this summer. 

He was reading galley proofs the other 
afternoon before taking time out for an 
interview. “A number of friends and rela- 
tives have already asked to buy a copy,” 
Hamrick said of his work while thumbing 
through a little black book with 100 or so 
names penciled in.

“I’ll also have about eight pages of 
pictures,” he added, noting that the photo- 
graphs would be situated so as to contrast 
the old days with the new. 

Each chapter is spiced with human in- 
terest and the reflections bounce from 
name to name, rather than year to pear. 
Dates are mentioned, but they are inci- 
dental for Hamrick’s book is of personali- 
ties with emphasis on people, not events. 

Near the beginning are reminisces of 
the war between the states. The author 
includes a letter from a convicted deserter, 
doomed to be shot at the stake for merely 
extending a furlough by a few days to 
make arrangements to feed and clothe a 
sickly wife and a houseful of hungry 
children. 

The opening chapter also mentions early 
backgrounds of the Hamrick family that 
came over from Germany, and of other 
early settlers in the area. The author also 
recalls his grandfather building the area’s 
first cotton gin — a facility that produced 
only three bales per week. This ancestor 
later established a general store in 1825. 

The third chapter tells the story of 
Hamrick being the second student to en- 
roll at Boiling Springs Baptist High 
School. The author’s father was a trustee 
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and heard in advance of the registration 
time. However, another trustee also had a 
son of high school age and that lad got in 
line moments before Hamrick. 

In 1911 the author graduated at the top 
of his class and his senior year took all 
college courses except for 12th grade Eng- 
lish. This enabled him to later earn his 
degree from Wake Forest College in only 
three years. 

After that Hamrick returned to what is 
now Gardner- Webb College as business 
manager and English teacher, the start of 
a 43-year career in education here that 
ended in retirement eight years ago. 

Chapter four tells of bungling develop- 
ers who attempted to merge the two boil- 
ing springs, pour concrete steps down to 
the area, and generally beautify the spot. 
Instead, in blasting or digging, workers 
apparently released underground pressure 
and the spring ceased to bubble up its 
mixture of pure white sand and cold water. 

During the following few chapters the 


author notes the school’s transition to 
junior college status in 1929 and of the 
difficult depression years that followed. 
He recalls working three years without 
salary. 

“We ran up a $1,500 grocery bill at my 
father’s store,” Hamrick remembers. “I 
had a little insurance business on the side 
and managed to earn enough to buy cloth- 
ing for my family. 

Meanwhile, a public high school had 
been constructed here and Hamrick in 
1932 began a 25-year tenure as principal. 

Since retiring, he has traveled all he 
can, but church, civic and business duties 
don’t allow as much free time as he’d like. 

Hamrick currently is serving his fourth 
or fifth four-year term on the town board 
of commissioners and he is chairman of 
the government’s finances and prepares 
the annual budget. He served as mayor 
one term in the early 1930s. 

Other activities his book might not men-

Domenico got to thinking about the Pres- 
byterian gift being equal to his and de- 
cided to up his pledge to $500. Hawkins 
learned of the deed and after a weekend 
visit with his parents in Pennsylvania told 
the Lutheran campaign chairman to up 
his pledge to $501. The name of his broth- 
er, William Hawkins who was killed in 
France during World War II will be me- 
morialized on a bronze plaque at the 
college. 

Since neither has ever seen the campus, 
are new to this area and will in two months 
be moving into another section, Dr. Eugene 
Poston, president, has issued a standing 
invitation for a personal guided tour of 
the campus for the two young men.

Capital Gifts Campaign: 

Under the leadership of Mr. R. Patrick 
Spangler, over one million dollars in cash 
and pledges have been received by the 
college. We will top our goal of $1,125,000. 
The Board of Trustees, the Board of Ad- 
visors, Faculty and Staff, Cleveland and 
Rutherford Counties have been solicited. 

Associate Degree in Nursing: 

After approximately two years of study 
and preparation, this program was initi- 
ated with forty-three students. Grants 
from Cleveland Memorial Hospital and 
Rutherford Hospital have made this pos- 
sible. Provisional accreditation by the 
State of North Carolina was approved 
when the program began. 

New Dormitory Complete: 

A new residence hall for men has been 
completed and is being occupied by men 
students. This structure was completed at 
a cost of $179,589.40. 

Charles I. Dover Campus Center 

Construction Begun: 

Work on this $531,275.00 structure has 
begun and it is anticipated that this build- 
ing will be ready for use by July 1, 1966. 
This structure will house a new cafeteria, 
recreation area, bookstore, faculty dining 
room, lounge, student publication office, 
and faculty offices. 

Bost Swimming Pool Enclosure 
Nearing Completion: 

Use of this facility is anticipated soon. 
Another teaching station for physical edu- 
cation and recreational use makes this 
$61,000 building a welcomed addition to 
our campus. 

Debt Liquidated: 

The indebtedness of the college was com- 
pletely liquidated. 

Dedication of Three Buildings: 

The formal dedication of the Bost 
Physical Education Building, the Lutz- 
Yelton Residence Hall, and the A. T. With- 
row Science Building was made on Found- 
ers-Homecoming Day. These buildings will 
stand as a testimony to the interest of 


these families in our college and its most 
important asset, the students. 

E. B. Hamrick Building: 

The paint has been removed and this 
building now blends in with the rest of 
our campus. Two coats of waterproofing 
have been applied to the bricks. 

Registration on IBM: 

For the first time, registration of our 
students was accomplished on this equip- 
ment. Over eleven hundred registrants 
were processed in an eight hour period. 

Additional Property Acquired: 

The G. T. McSwain property was pur- 
chased and the building will be torn down 
as soon as possible. The Huggins property 
and the Mintz property were also pur- 
chased adding 25 acres to the campus.

Cleveland County with 225 enrolled is 
by far the largest in enrollment among 
Tar Heel counties followed by Rutrerford 
County uith 118 students. Catawba County 
replaced Mecklenburg as the third largest 
in enrollment with 49. Mecklenburg drop- 
ped to fourth with 48 students, Forsyth 
has 39, Burke has 38, Gaston has 32, and 
McDowell County has 24 enrolled. 

Guilford and Caldwell counties are tied 
for ninth with 20 students each followed 
by Lincoln County with 14, Haywood, 
Davidson, Cabarrus, Buncombe have 13 


each and Pork County has 10 enrolled. 

Others are Henderson, Macon, and Row- 
an with nine each; Yadkin, eight; Iredell, 
Surry and Wilkes seven each; Randolph, 
Rockingham, and Swain counties six each; 
Alamance and Wake five each; Caswell, 
Davie, Onslow, and Richmond four each;

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“ALMA MATER” ALMOST CAUSED 
A ROMANTIC DISRUPTION 


Gardner- Webb College’s Alma Mater al- 
most caused a romantic disruption in 1928. 

The General Secretary-Treasurer of 
South Carolina Baptists, Horace G. Ham- 
mett, ’21, on a recent visit to Gardner- 
Webb, laughingly told of how he and his 
future wife had a temporary “break-up” 
over the lyrics and words of the song 
which is still used by the college today as 
its alma mater. 

“She wrote the music and I composed 
the lyrics but we argued so over the thing 
until she told me ‘get out and not come 
back to see her anymore.’ We did manage 
to get back together, however, and com- 
pleted the song,” said Rev. Hammett. 

The vacationing leader of South Caro- 
lina General Board of Baptists, might wish 
today for more problems like writing alma 
maters, since he is faced with a crucial 
issue of national interest within his state 
convention. 

Furman University’s acceptance of 
$611,898 in federal monies for construction 
of a science-research building has precipi- 
tated strong feelings among some Baptists 
who oppose federal aid to Baptist schools 
and want the monies returned. Furman 
has, very recently, agreed to return the 
money and it will be replaced from other 
sources. 

Turning from this pressing problem, 
Rev. Hammett recalled his student days 
at Boiling Springs High School and later 
his teaching experience at Boiling Springs 
Junior College. 

He was the college’s first athletic coach 
in all sports, along with Hubert Wells who 
coached football one season. It was his 
fortune or misfortune, depending in how 
you look at it, to play on the first football 
game ever played in Cleveland County. 

It was in the fall of 1920 and B. E- 
“Pop” Simmons, now a Cleveland County 
Commissioner, was a student but it was 
he who aranged for the game with Gaff- 
ney, S. C., and then served as coach of the 
team. 

The Boiling Springs lads, consisting of 
Hammett, Simmons, Clyde Jones, later on

All-Southern football player at Wake 
Forest, and C. C. “Cobby” Horn, now a 
Shelby atorney, and others practiced all 
week for the game. They played dressed in 
four or five pairs of pants for padding 
and won the game 6-0. However, a Falls 
boy broke his arm in the game and grid 
play was prohibited at the school for sev- 
eral years afterward. 

Hammett went on to play at Furman 
University where he graduated in 1926. 
“In those days Clemson used to beg us not 
to beat them too badly — things have 
changed,” grinned the still athletic looking 
minister. 

Personalities at the Boiling Springs 
High School were many but Hammett re- 
members Professor J. D. Huggins, Sr., 
with warmth. “He came to see me about 
my application while I was working in a 
cornfield at my father’s home in the 
White Plains Community of Cherokee, S.C. 
He gave me an opportunity to attend 
school and I will always remember him as 
a fine spirit reaching out to poor youths 
and giving them an education,” recalled 
the minister. 

He continued by expressing his pride 
and joy in the fact that Gardner- Webb 
College remains as one of few colleges 
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today with a heart for young people seek- 
ing an education but with no way to pay 
for it. 

While teaching at Boiling Springs Junior 
College, he made the decision to enter the 
ministry and also met and courted his fu- 
ture wife, Lorene Woody of Woodsdale 
near Rosboro, N. C. Miss Woody, a grad- 
uate of Meredith College, was also teach- 
ing at the junior college. 

The couple now has two grown sons. 
Woody Hammett, Baptist Student Union 
Director of the Columbia, S. C., area and 
Lamar Hammett who is a branch bank 
manager of S. C. National Bank of Colum- 
bia, S. C. Woody graduated from Furman 
University and Lamar from the University 
of S. C. 

Rev. Hammett served S. C. Baptists as

They looked across 
the rising brick and mortar of the new 
Charles I. Dover Campus Center and ex- 
pressed delight at the progress of the 
school. But somehow you got the feeling 
they saw, in their own minds, the large 
v hite structure of previous years and per- 
haps faint strains of an alma mater as 
sung in earlier days — an alma mater so 
personally theirs.

Obviously enjoying good health, the man 
who for six years was listed in “Who’s 
Who in the South and Southwest” never 
dared hope he would feel so well as a 
septuagenarian.

“I never dreamed our town would grow 
so or that Gardner-Webb would ever have 
over 1,000 students,” he said with a proud, 
lively sparkle in his still strong eyes.
